1 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 

2 the United States of America in Congress assembled . That any person 

3 who (1) la employed by a bona fide United States incorporated nonprofit 

4 organisation which is engaged in disseminating information which sig- 

5 nlficaotly promotes United States interests abroad, and who Is regularly 
o stationed abroad in such employment at the time of filing a petition lor 

7 naturalisation, {2) has been so employed continuously for a period in 
B excess of five years immediately preceding such filing, and (3) who is 
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ia the United State# &t the time of naturalisation, and (4) who declare# 
before the naturalisation court in good faith an intention to take up 
residence within the United State# immediately upon termination of 
such employment, may he naturalised upon compliance with all the 
requirements of this Act, except that (A) no prior reeidence or specified 
period of physical pretence within the United State# or within the juris- 
diction of the court, or proof thereof, shall he required, and (B) the 
petition for naturalisation may be filed in any court having naturalisation 
jurisdiction. 
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
